The people began to assemble at early 
evening and by the time the line had 
formed the city was in a blaze of fire 
from one end to the other. ISu-iness 
houses and residences were decorated 
with gay colored lanterns and w ith trans- 
parencies bearing inscriptions appropri- 
ate to the occasion, and from all sides 
came the cry of victory. One great crowd 
of Democratic roosters from the small 
boy up to the voter took up Hie refrain 
and kept it going. The procession which 
was headed by Haucke'a band moved 
though the principal streets as far as the 
eastern limits of the city. No less than 
two thousand persons were in line. Fol- 
lowing the band, in a gig, dressed with 
flags and drawn by a white horse, was a 
large horse-shoe in which was framed the 
pictures of Cleveland and Hendricks.
